Board Rules Road Must
Deal With Organi-

zations.

OPEN SHOP DRIVE
SUFFERS SETBACK

System Had Been Designatedto Lead the
Fight.

I .

CHICAGO. Sept. IS..The "open
shop' movement received a sharp jsetback late today when the United
sgite* Railroad Labor Board ruled
that the Pennsylvania Railroad
nhist deal with labor unions as organisations.

Refusal of the Pennsylvania to
negotiate with a majority of its
employes would be '"nothing more
or less than a denial and repudiationof the sovereign will of the
Ignited States as expressed by Congress."the board declared.

Peaa Headed Fight.
The board declined to grant a

hearing on the intention of the
Pennsylvania that £ should be permittedto deal with employe representativesnot members of labor
unions. The road had challenged
the authority of the board to force
It to deal with organised labor and.
according to railroad labor leaders.had been selected to lead a
flght for the "open shop."
Of the hundreds of disputesbrought before it. the board asserted.'less than five were brought

by and for unorganized employes."
Riakt to Organise.

"If members of any class wish to
Join a union they have that right."
the board declared. "If they desireto remain out or leave such
a union at any time, they have that
right. If they or a majority of
any class want a union or its officersto represent them, they have
that right. If they, whether union
men or not. want other individuals
to represent them, they have that
right.

"Neither the board nor the managementof the Pennsylvania systemhas the right by any kind of
plan or movement to dictate as to
who shall be their representatives.
Any attempt to do so is an unauthorizedassumption of power."

The Road's Stand.
The position the Pennsylvania

Railroad has taken, according to
the board, practically is that it hvthe sole right to proceed in its
own way In the selection of the
delegates who are to represent the
employes; that It. and it alone, has
the right to prescribe the planssnd conduct the proceedings and bethe sole Judge of the results; andthat any Judgment, opinion, directionor regulation by th« board Isunauthorized Interference with theprerogatives of the carrier.
"The mere statement by the PennsylvaniaRailroad of its position twould seem to carry its own answer."the board said. "It must be'

evident to everyone that if this practiceshould prevail there would be
no real conferences, no liberty of
action left to the employes, and that
there could be no real negotiations
and settlement of matters in dispute."

tralons la Controversies.
The board pointed out. in a long

review of past proceedings, that
Congress by the transportation act
had delegated to the Labor Board
the power to settle disputes between
the carriers and the unions, and
that in dealings in the past practicallyall the controversial matters
were between the Wbor unions,
recognized as such, ana the carriers.
While denying the Pennsylvania a

hearing upon the right to refuse to
deal with Its organised employes,
the board granted the road an oral
hearing to present its views on the
following matters:

1 The question as to what employes.if any, not In actual and
active service of the carrier, such

m*n laid off. furloughed. or absenton leave, shall be permitted to
^ot* in the selection of representativesto negotiate agreements on
rules and working conditions.

The ITaoraaalsed.
2. The question of how the representativecapacity of the spokesmenof unorganized employes aball

be ascertained.
It was also announced that at

this hearing the Pennsylvania will
be permitted "to ofTer such evidence
as it may see flt" on adoption or

ratification of Its shop craft rules
by the representatives of said crafts
fairly selected by a majority of the

e,The'bearing will be September 26.

NAVY YARD MEN
EXPECT CABINET
TO TAKE ACTION

Workers Believe Pay Cut
Will Be Considered
By Executives.

Although confident that the navy
yard wage controversy will be
brought before members of the
President's Cabinet today, committeesof workers from the WashingtonNavy Yard yesterday continuedtheir campaign against the
proposed reduction by enlisting the
support of a number of government
officials, bankers, businessmen and
labor leaders.
Samuel Gompers, president of the

American Federation of Labor, the
entire membership of the Central
Labor Union, Henry Lansburgh,
president of Lansburgh and Bro.,
department store; M. D. Rosenberg,
president of the Bank of Commerce^
and Savings, and former president
of the Bankers' Association of
Washington; and Theodore Roosevelt,Assistant Secretary of the
Navy, were among those who
pledged support to the workers. «

Expect Cabinet Action.
With Secretary of Labor Davis,

Secretary of Commerce Hoover and
Postmaster General Hays already
pledged to "do all in their power"
to have the matter brought before a
meeting of th<? Cabinet before final
action is tak^en on the reduction in
salaries, the workers feel certain the
matter will be discussed at the Cabinetmeeting today.
Assistant Secretary of the Navy

Roosevelt voiced his support of the
workers' contentions for a further
consideration of the wage scale yesterday,when a committee representingthe apprentice boys of the
Washington Navy Yard, headed byArchieFletcher, called upon him
for the purpose of presenting a copy
of a resolution which had been
adopted by the apprentice boys at
a meeting held last Saturday.

Promise of Roosevelt. %

"I will take the matter under
advisement and will do all In my
pcwer to bring these facts which
you have laid before me to the
attention of Secretary Denby." said
Assistant Secretary Roosevelt.

Previous to their visit to the
Navy Department the apprentice
boys' committee called to see PresidentHarding, but owing to a previousengagement, the Chief Executivewas unable to receive them.
A copy of the resolution as adoptedat Saturday's meeting was dispatchedto the President through

They, therefore, had to cancel

their arrangements for being taken
over the eighty miles of mountain
roads to Gairloch and are waiting in
Inverness for a further message
from the prime minister.

It is suspected that Lloyd George
is taking advantage of his illness to
refuse to see ihem. An official bulletintoday reported him to be much
better. »

Local authorities all over the
country are refusing to accept the
government's scheme for relief work
and are insisting that the national
government must take full responsibility.

LONDON, Sept. IS..Continuing

Democrat Says He Will IntroduceOpen Sessions ResolutionTomorrow.

Agitation for open sessions and
thorough publicity at the internationalConference on limitation of
armament will be renewed in the
Senate immediately after it reconvenestt>morrowr
Senator Harrison, of Mississippi.

Democrat, announced yesterday
that he had drafted a resolution for
"pitiless publicity" to be introduced

purpose. First, it would have the
conference admit newspapermen to
the main sessions.

It would look with disfavor on any

the publicity attending its proceedings.Third, It would require the
keeping of a complete daily record
of the debate and proceedinRs of
the conference. This is aimed to
prevent recurrence of the situation
Which developed at the Paris conferencewhere vastly important
questions of world-wide consequencewere considered and decided
without American delegates keepinga record.
Senator Harrison declared he

would force the resolution to a
rote before the conference convenesNovember 11.

will be chairman of the conference
which is a distinguished aggregationof repreaentatlve Americans,
including captains of industry, nationallabor leaders and economic
authorities.

To Help RuilaeM U Aim.
The President's invitations to t'\e

conference state that "the conferenceis called to inquire into the
volume and distribution of unemployment, to advise upon emergency
measures that can be properlj laktn
by employers, local authorities anU
civic bodies, and to consider such
measures a* would tend to give impulseto the recovery of business
and commerce to normal."
The conference is expected to dissolveinto special committees for

the formulation of definite plans for
submission to the conference as a

whole. These committees will seek
eo-operstion from further representativesof labor, employers and
civic bodies in formulation of their
views.
